The  rear  end  proeonta  a  via*  of  4braa  lowers 
slto,  the  sido  walla  boiag  aMMkbonod  with 
powerful  abntiaebti  dotiiod  aflOi  pinnaolea. 
The  walls  are  lofty,  aod  the  entire  air  of  the 
building,  at  represented  in  the  view  I  taw, 
it  imposing.
